After he had seen Mr. R men Smith', his

Whilst in retirement, though appearing, 
in the sight of his good ho.iest neighbours, 
to be exclusively engag"d in the manage¬ 
ment of his private concern*, ye*, in his 
closet, Mr. Nicholas constantly regarded 
with Vigilance nnd penetration those who 
wera employed in managing the affairs of 
state*; always reckoning on advantages, iu 
some shape or other, from that source,

i his estates together. Therefore, again, in 
I a few yeirs he sighed for a seat in Con- 
* gress, that be might be present and active 
at the caucus, which was to nominate a 
successor to ftir. Jefferson, with a view, 
thereby, to acquire some weight or influence 
with (he new President. 

A few friends were readily found, who 
called on him to forego, for a time, the en-
